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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application is a 371 of PCT/IB03/04267, filed September 19, 2003. 

2. Claims 1-18 are currently pending. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an information 
disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) requires a legible 
copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; 
(3) for each cited pending U.S. application, the application specification including claims, and 
any drawing of the application, or that portion of the application which caused it to be listed 
including any claims directed to that portion, unless the cited pending U.S. application is stored 
in the Image File Wrapper (IFW) system; and (4) all other information, or that portion which 
caused it to be listed. In addition, each IDS must include a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office (see 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(1) and (b)), and MPEP § 609.04(a), subsection I. states, "the list ... must be submitted on 
a separate paper." Therefore, the references cited in the Search Report have not been considered. 
Applicant is advised that the date of submission of any item of information or any missing 
element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with the 
requirements based on the time of filing the IDS, including all "statement" requirements of 37 
CFR 1.97(e).

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Specification 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

6. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

7. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 150 words and/or 25 lines 
of text. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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8. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors, e.g., on page 6, line 21 : "decrease" should be -decreased--. 
Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become 
aware in the specification. 

9. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

10. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1, line 5: "of needs to be deleted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Citation of Relevant Prior Art 

11. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Higashihara et al. (US 4,530,073), Maeda et al. (US 4,550,394), Yamagishi (US 
4,757,489), Kuriyama et al. (US 4,865,445), and Ho et al. (US 6,055,219) are all pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure of controlling the rotation speed depending on the radial position of a read- 
write head such that information passes the read-write head at a predetermined constant linear 
velocity. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 1-18 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

13. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach or suggest: 
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in claim 1, "/. determining the next radial position of the read-write-head while 
still performing the current read-write-action, g. determining the target rotation speed on 
the basis of the next radial position, the current rotation speed being changed towards 
the target rotation speed while the current read-write-action is still being performed'' 9 , 
and 

in claim 10, "the controlling means comprise retrieving means for retrieving the 
next radial position while still performing the current read-write-action and in that the 
controlling means are arranged to change the current rotational speed towards the target 
rotation speed before the current read-write-action has ended'' 

Claims 2-9 & 11-18 are dependent upon allowed base claims. 

14. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Conclusion 

15. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted above. 
Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 

Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
